BRITISH TRADE iN CHINA. 


—————_—_—— 
.SOME SUGGESTED IMPROVED METHODS. 


London, November 26. 

In a paper on British trade in China, read before the Roval 
Society of Arts, Dr. H.-B. Morse, late Statistical Secretary to the 
Inspectorate General of Chinese Customs, declared that it would-be 
difficult to dislodge Japan from the very strong position sho had 
acquired in the Chinese market. It-would be long before British 

WJ mills could furnish the supplies demanded. and the necessary 
tonnage be available. Much strenuous: effort was required to re- 
conquer the lost and re-establish the. imperilled markets, Co- 
operation, Amalgamation and Alliance must be the British traders’ 
watchwords of the future. , 

Dr. Morse contrasted the leisureliness of the, 
British system of Consular Reports with the speedi- 
ness of the American system. Tne China Consular Service 
required, spécial training, ~owing to the — difficulties — of 
language.and the cornplicated duties arising from the extra-termtor- 
jality of Europeans. He suggested an arrangement whereby each 
yearthere would be one British Commercial Attache-in the Treaty 
Potts, another in the interior of China, and a third travelling Europe 
and America, studying the production and sale of gocds for China, 
and whereby the functions of these three would be’ interchanged 
yearly. He pointed out that the British system of weights and 
Measures and currency was an obstacle to British trade. He urged 
that Chinese students should be induced to come “to. England. As 
regards advertising Trade Museume were good, but travellers with 
plenty of free samaples were better. The middiemen in China, namely 

the old-eatablished firms knowing China's requirements, were 
‘indispensable, but should be supplemented and stirred up to be 
modern. m :

the treasure ship of the “invin- 
cible Armada.” In its strong 
room were gold and silver plate, 
and jewels, while it was also sup- 
posed to contain the crown in- 
tended for the coronation of the 
Spaniard who was to Teign over 
England when the hereti¢ Queen 
Elizabeth had been subjugated. 
In the covenants drawn up not 
long after the wreck of the 
Florencia in November, 1588 it 
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was expressly stipulated that if! - 


the crown wasrecovered it should 
become the property of the: King 
of England,: the rest of the trea- 
sure to be the property of the 
Marquis of Argyll. The vessel 
sank as the result ofan explosion, 


tone ofthe Macleans of Morven, 


who had heen disarmed by the 
Spaniards after going on-board to 
receive payment of a debt, laying 
atrainto the powder magazine. 
Among the officers were several 
Grandees. The Florencia car- 
tied fifty-two guns, and hed on 
board, in addition to-a crew of 
about eighty, 400 soldiers. The 
explosion, however, did not blow 
the vessel to pieces. but the féer 
that it.scattered wreckage over a 
considerable area accounted for 
numerous failures ‘to locate the 
hull. as the-recovery of relics 
from time to time created among 
the salvers the impression _ that 
they had only to dig deeper to 
discover the real treasure chest. 
THE EARLY EXPLORERS. 

The earliest attemp‘s to salve 
the vessel were made in 1661 by 
an expert from Sweden, who 
found that the deck and a con- 
siderable portion of the sides of 
tho galleon were blown off from 
the mizzen-mast forward, and 
that the bull was filled with mud 
and sand. The poop, however, 
standing up undamaged 
beyond the heary African pak 
beams and planking, The bow 
was in eight fathoms of water, 
while the stern lay eleven fathoms 
below the surface at spring tides. 
These early investigations, which 
were frustrated by the Clan 
Maclean, showed that cannon 
and other materials were scatter. 
ed about the vessel with a radius 
of sixty feet. Owing to no 
‘permanent, marks having been 
left by the 17th century salvers 
and to the shore having altered 
by the passage of time, the syndi- 
cate who began the modem 
operations in 1903 had little 
practical guidance from - the 
Swedisk predecessors. The most 
interesting. result of the early 
search was the recovery’ of two 


‘|}cannon, one in bronze of most 


:]elaborate workmanship, and now 


among the relics at Inverary 
Castle. This beautiful piece of

It seemed 
to be besond doubt then that they 
had been searching the wrong 
place. Long steel rods were used 
to probe ‘the bed -of the bay and 
when ahard obstruction was en- 
countered, a Priestman digg e 
was to set excavate, and in that 
an area extending to 350,000 
square feet was re-marked. The 
search was by no means void of 
interest, and a large number of 
articles, mostly of war-like char- 
acter, was recovered during the 
five years. 
LATEST DISCOVERIES. 

In October, 1909, a new 
syndicate took up thehunt under 
thedirection of Colonel Mackenzie 
Foss, who-satisfied himself that 
the ship lay much nearer the 
entranceto Tobermory Bay than 
had been supposed. The moss 
approved appliances were pro- 
cured and the advice of experts 
was sought, and in short, nothing 
was left undone to expedite the 
work ;. but Colonel Foss did not 
under rate the difficulties in 
attempting to locatea hulk that 
was believed.to be buried under 
thirty fect of ‘Silt aad boulder 
clay, which in turn were more 
than sevently feet under water. 
In.the autumn of 1909, the salvers:, 
recovered a number of powder 
flasks, broken muzzles of small 
calibre; necks of jugs of Spanish 
pattern, and (most’isportant of 
all) a tongs-like appliance which 
had been employed by Swedish 
engineersin 1666." This seemed 
to show that the divers were at 
the spot where the galleon ‘sank. 

In the following summer it was 
recorded .that cperations had 
reached the stage of rertainty as 
to losation. Now dredging 
methods were inteduced, a 
centrifugal" pump with suction 
capacity of 240 tons being brought 
The recovery of 
numerous pieces of black 
African oak and lime-encrusted 
iron stimulated the belief that the 
s archers had at last struck the 
scene of the treasure ship, Then 
came 2 new source of trouble, the 
diggers encounteringa thick layer 
of clams, oysters, and, cockle 
shells pressed almost to the con- 
sistency .of concrete, and’ soon 
vafterwards the divers found below 
these layers of shells huge bould- 
er ranging up to haelf'a ton in 
weight, With a more powerful 
suction pump the ‘salvers in 1911:

INDIAN GUNNER ON TRIAL, 


“The las$ case in the November | 


Criminsl Sessions, that in which 
an indictment of wilful murder 
was made against Bahadar 
Singh, a. gunner of the Hongkong- 
Singapore Battalion, R.G.A., was 
heatd before His Honour Mr. 
Justice Gompertz, at the Supreme 
Court this morning. . 
The accused pleaded not guilty, 
and the following jury were call- 
ed -—Messrs. Samuel Green (fore- 


The Attorney General (Hon, 
Mr. H. E. Pollock, K. C.) prosecut- 
ed on behalf of the Crown, 
and Mr. F.C. Jenkin (instructed 
by Mr. J. H. Gardiner) defended 
the accused. 

Opening the case, the Attorney- 
General said that the charge was 
one of the wilful murder, alleged 
to have been committed by the 
accused ‘at 1.30 a.m. on the 8th

She is thoroughly up 
to date, and carries every 
facility and equipment for her « 
special duties. ; 

The “ Marazion.”” is a sloop of 
nearly 1,000 tons, and wastatterly | 
employed as tender to the “Am- .

discharge on the China Station. 
She is also a product of the war, 
and much speedier than the or- 
dinarysloop of pre-waertimes most 
of which were built for river and 
shallow sea patrol. 

The “Moonshine” is a large 
drifter attached to the Flotilla for 
mining service.

The Taiyo Kaiun’ Kaisha, 
also very eager to get suffi. 
cient cargo for outward voyages, 
is rather pessimistic in the matter. 
Of course, these companies 
belonging to the Conferen ce, have 
an agreement regarding 
freights, but thisis said to be only 
a theoretics] agreement, the 
suggestion being made that 
in the hunt for cargo there 
is. .@ competition in ‘the 
Means of persuasion. It may be 
mentioned that on return voy- 
ages these steamer companies 
have consignments of wool, for 
which they havea special con- 
tract. The. trouble lies in -out- 
ward voyages because of the 
decrease in consignments, caused 
in no small part by the Austral- 
ians being “fed up” with Japan- 
ese goods.

SIR R. BACON'S COMMENT 
ON FAMOUS ATTACK. 
If you suddenly learned that 
at our most vulnerable point, in 
some of the most critical moments 
of the late war, Great Britain was 
being guarded by two men and a 
bey, armed with .two pop-guns, 
one ‘of which was away for 
repairs, you would experience 
something of the thrill given by 
Admiral Bacon's. book, 
Dover Patrol, 1915-17," published 
by Messrs. Hutchinson aad Co. 
‘ (34a, net). ‘ . 
For the one fact that stands 
out most clearly in these fascina- 
ting volumes is that for the very 
* gate of England, from which we 
had to send every man and every 
cartridge, and every mouthful of 
food for the fighting line in 
France, thé Admiralty could only 
spare a few odds end’ ends of 
obsolete vessels, because, for a 
| chance that never came, we hid 
away at Scapa ajl our boasted 
naval strength. And yet the 
Dover Patrol was the one unit of 
the Fleet that was always in 
touch with the enemy. : 
Admiral Bacon is a sailor, and 
rpady to carry on cheerfully and 
imoprovise good-humouredly with 
o two men and a boy, if my lords 
of the Admiralty could spare him 
nothing more.” But his facts are

{_ How splendidly he was served 
by his men he is eager to tell :-— 
The men.were mostly plain
